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Michael Gottardi wins 
Trail Race for fourth time

Two superb runners were top finishers in the 
27th Annual Mt. Wilson Trail Race which was held 
Saturday, May 29. With the fantastic time of 59.10, 
Michael Gottardi, age 26, took first place, making 
this his fourth Mt. Wilson Trail Race win. He also 
placed first in 1989, 1990 and 1992. 

Alan Reynolds, age 29, was second ^ he clocked 
1:00.12. Reynolds was first place winner in 1988 
when he set the race record of 56.2 and then again 
in 1991. Gottardi and Reynolds battled it out neck 
and neck all along the trail until the downhill when 
Gottardi shot ahead, but both were described as 
“Coming down like bullets.” 

Now an Arcadia resident, Gottardi grew up in 
Hastings Ranch and is the athletic trainer at Glen¬ 
dora High School. He runs 80 or 90 miles a 
week and first entered the Trail Race in 1985. 
He has a wedding date with Carla Anson, also a 
runner, on June 19. Both consider this their all-out 

favorite race. 

Placing third overall, but first for Sierra Madre 
runners, was 23-year-old Douglas Ravesty at 1:03.08. 
He also placed first for Sierra Madre in 1990. 
After his graduation in a year from San Diego 
Nazarene College, he plans a career in physical 
education. 

Shining first for women was 37-year-old Cindy 
Busarow of Monrovia with a good woman’s time 
of 1:17.16. This is her second time in the race but 
loves trail runs. 

“Wonderful, terrific, terrific!” were her com¬ 
ments regarding this race and said the trail was never 
in better shape. She trains with Team Blarney in 
Pasadena where Jim O’Brien teaches. O’Brien was 
planning to run the race again this year but he and 
his wife were up during the night with their baby, 
leaving the new father too tired.

Budget woes are continuing trend 


The first budget session of the Sierra Madre 
City Council Tuesday evening reOected more uncer- 
tainities of how California cities will deal with the 
constant plundering of revenues by the state. 

There is a $130,(X)0 shortfall between revenue 
of $4,295,000 and $4,383,000, general fund appro¬ 
priations, in Sierra Madre. 

“We have a rough estimate that 15 percent of 
the property tax will be withheld (by the state), 
“City Administration Jim McRea told the group. 

City Councilman Gary Adams suggested that 
the budget might show a total amount and watch 
it become depleted as the state takes more and more 
of the revenue away and McRea answered. We 
have budgeted the worst case possible budget.” 

Assistant City Administrator Sean Joyce pointed 
out that in the budgeted 1993-94 revenue summary 
by fund he had plugged in the Oil settlement and 


the proposed utility users’ fee and still there is a 
loss of about $3(X),0(X) reflected in the $6,736,956. 
“If 1 didn’t plug those in we’d lose another $700,000,’’ 
he said. 

The Motor Vehicle In-Lieu revenues of $363,199 
are “targeted for the state to take,” according to 
McRea. And even though many of the 1993-94 bud¬ 
geted amounts represent a downward trend. Sierra 
Madre is in trouble. 

Referring to the budget breakdown, showing the 
percentage of difference from 1992-93 to 1993-94, 
the total general fund expenditures are shown with 
a 3.6 percent drop. 

Out of the 25 entries of programs/departments, 
13 have dropped in percentage from last year. The 
rest are slightly up from last year. 

Budget discussions continue on off Tuesdays 
from City Council meetings.

THE COMPLETE BOOK OF FOOD COUNTS 
Corinne T. Netzer 

“The Complete Book of Food Counts” by 
Corinne T. Netzer contains all the information 
about the foods you love that you absolutely 
don’t want to know about, especially if you need 
to lose a few pounds, or should lower your fat 
intake, or watch your sodium consumption, or 
rein in that sweet tooth. In other words, you 
really don’t want to look up information on a 
Pizza Hut Super Supreme while scarfing one down. 

But, if you want to eat healthier, or if you’re 
just curious about what you cram into your bod 
via that black hole known as vour mouth, then 



this book is for you. For example, a 6-ounce 
serving of V-8 juice has only 35 calories, no fat 
and no cholesterol, but contains a whopping 
600 milligrams of sodium. A half cup dry roasted 
unsalted peanuts (no shells) has only 4 milli^ams 
of sodium and supplies 5.8 grams of dietary 
fiber, but also has 36.3 grams of fat and 428 cal¬ 
ories. Or how about a regular scoop of Baskin- 
Robbins rainbow sherbet (I assume without cone). 
It is only 160 calories, has only 85 milligrams 
sodium and 2 grams fat. But it also contains 
34 grams of sugar. 

Foods are conveniently listed alphabetically, 
including fast-food and brand-name items. The 
cross-referencing is a tremendous help. Counts 
include measurements, calories, carbohydrates 
(sugars and starch), fat, cholesterol, sodium and 
fiber. The book provides no information on 
what amounts of things are right for you - you 
have to get that information from your doctor. 
But once you know, this book is an invaluable 
dietary aid, or a handy reference for those who 
just want to eat healthier. 

By the way, two slices of a hand-tossed, 
medium Pizza Hut Super Supreme has 463 cal¬ 
ories, 21 grams fat, 56 milligrams cholesterol 
and 1336 milligrams sodium. Hope I didn’t 
spoil your dinner.

Dear Dr. Tami 

I just found a kitten. How can I tell how 
old it is? It doesn't seem <^0 be able to eat on 
its own. Do I need to feed anything special? 

A kitten's eyes open at about ten to four¬ 
teen days of age. They gain the ability to 
urinate and defecate on they own at about 
three weeks of age. Before that age the 
mother stimulates them to go by licking. 
You can mimick this by rubbing the genital 
area with a cotton ball soaked in warm 
water. Normally kittens are weaned from 
their mother between four and six weeks of 
age and will usually eat canned kitten food 
at that time. If your kitten is not eating on 
is own than you may need to bottle feed 
him. Make sure that you use kitten milk 
replacer and not cow's milk. Kittens have 
very special nutrient requirements (eg tau¬ 
rine) and can have developmental defects if 
they receive improper nutrition.

Adams discusses utility tax with Main Street board 


Gary Adams, former 
mayor of Sierra Madre 
and present City Council¬ 
man, told the Main 
Street Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Tuesday some of 
the reasons a utility tax 
should probably be pas¬ 
sed in Sierra Madre. He 
added that the tax would 
go into effect “in October 
or November of this year,” 
if passed. 

“Wli«l«v«. JCee we 
place will be done on a 
yearly basis. I believe 


that we should review 
the fee each year to make 
sure that we need to 
continue with a 6 or less 
percent. If we don’t, 

I will vote ‘no’ for the 
fee,” Adams said, stress¬ 
ing how important it is 
for the council to review 
the percentage of fee each 
year. 

David Cain, deputy fin¬ 
ance director of Sierra 
Madre, told The News 
that the council was ex¬ 


pecting to exempt those 
Sierra Madreans who are 
on the Lifeline discount 
established by HUD, the 
national housing authority, 
and by the utility com¬ 
panies. 

Cain said that the per¬ 
centage of Sierra Madre 
residents on those savings 
plans equaled “between 
2 and 4 percent o^the 
residents.’,’ - 

The guidelines include 
the following numbers 


in a household and the 
maximum those numbers 
may make in a year: 
1-2 people, $15,300; 3rd 
person, $17,900; an extra 
fourth, $21,500; fifth, 
$25,100; sixth, $28,700; 
seventh, $32,300; and each 
additional person, $3600. 


At Tuesday morning’s 
meeting. Bill Sullivan, Jr. 
asked Adams if the City 
Council has done tmythiq|p;^_, 
about businesses that use 
large amounts of utilities 


and Adams answered that 
they have not discussed 
that yet. 

Adams explained that 
Sierra Madreans are now 
paying $3.19 more on 
their water bills to pay 
for the $700,000 settlement 
Sierra Madre paid as 
defendants in a lawsuit 
in a landfill problem years 
ago. This was to settle 
the lawsuit on rubbish 
^^llection for four years 
'three decades ago, he 
explained. 


Adams also cautioned 
the board that we will 
be paying in another law¬ 
suit in which the Sanita¬ 
tion District had just set¬ 
tled with National Ocean¬ 
ography (NOAA) concern¬ 
ing DDT that had gone 
into the oceans, harming 
the fish and sea plants. 
That was a $42 million 
settlement. He said it 
is expected that our pro¬ 
perty tax would be inaeased 
by “30 to 40 cents per 
month.”

Public hearing July 6 
for assessing utility tax 


Sierra Madre City Council at last week’s meeting 
announced a public hearing on Tuesday, July 6, 
6:30 p.m., at which time they will discuss and hold 
a public hearing concerning an ordinance as a vehicle 
for assessing a utility users’ tax in Sierra Madre.

On June 1, 15 and 29, the council will discuss 
the city budget and regular meetings this month 
are set on June 8 and 22 “to give the community 
as much time as possible to understand the city’s 
budget and need to raise more revenue,” agreed 
staff and the council.

Physical therapy 
brought to Sierra 
Madre by Balian 

There is a romantic beginning for the marriage 
of Dr. Raffi and Patty Balian. He, from Bierut, 
Lebanon, met Patty, a Canadian, in her home coun¬ 
try. They were married in Armenia (Russia) and 
came to live in Southern California. They now have 
two children: a son, Marc, who was born in 1991, 
and a daughter, Danielle, who was born three weeks 
ago. 

Balian is the new addition to Sierra Madre 
Medical Clinic, joining Bill White, M.D., and Nor¬ 
man Johnson, M.D. The clinic has recently been 
sold to Arroyo Seco Medical Group. 

Dr. Ballian’s family fled Lebanon 12 years ago 
and are established here—a brother in Glendale and 
his mother and a brother in Pasadena. Both men are 
engineers. 

How did he meet his wife? He studied medicine 
in Armenia, formerly the Soviet Union, for seven 
years before going to Ottawa, Canada, to train in 
physical medicine and rehabilitation. During his last 
year of residency, he received a call from Project 
Hope, located in Virginia, offering him a job as a 
medical director in a pediatric rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram in Yerevan, Armenia.

Occa¬ 
sionally its productions 
are sold out before they 
open, which is true of 
their current show, a 
musical called “Rags,” 
with a book by Joseph 
Stein, who also adapted 
Sholom Alechum’s 
stories into “Fiddler on 
the Roof,” and lyrics by 
Stephen Schwartz, who 
did “Godspell” and 
“Pippen.” 

In a way, “Rags” 
begins where “Fiddler” 
left off. When the people 
of Anatevka were exiled 
from their village, some 
of them undoubtedly 


ended up in New York 
on Delancey Street. The 
year is 1910, still a record 
year for immigration, 
when over 1 million 
newcomers poured 
through Ellis Island, and 
it tells of Rebecca Her- 
shkowitz, a young 
woman who arrives, with 
her son, David, to join 
her husband. But letters 
have gone astray, and he 
is not there to meet her. 
Adopted into a close knit 
Jewish community, she 
soon makes friendships 
among the immigrants 
who manage to stay 
alive—and energetic and 
hopeful—in the city’s 
most menial jobs, and 
when Nathan, her has- 
band, eventually finds 
her, she must make a 
dicision between becom¬ 
ing an exploiter or re¬ 
maining an exploitee. 

It is an interesting time

grew out of it—not only 
in business and the arts 
but in politics and social 
service. 

Composer Charles 
Strouse (“Annie,” 
“Bye, Bye, Birdie”) says 
he was fascinated by the 
music of the period.

Tammany ball by in¬ 
troducing dances from 
her own heritage; one ag¬ 
ing peddler (Rachel 
Halphern) tempting 
another (Don WoodrufO 
into sharing her “Three 
Sunny Rooms”; the 
crowd cheerfully 
celebrating the wonders 
of American in “The 
Fourth of July” im¬ 
mediately after being 
raided for not paying 
protection money. 

Anna Heller as a 
frustrated young girl 
sings the title song as she 
protests her world full of 
second hand “Rags.” 

In keeping with the 
spirit of the production, 
the ethnic derivations of 
the cast are listed along 
with their performance 
credits. The recent or 
ancestral backgrounds of 
these American actors 
includes Austria, China, 
Denmark, England,

When was the last time a cleaning process 
damaged a favorite shirt, suit or dress? Although 
the care label instructions were followed, the 
garment did not respond well to the manufact¬ 
urer’s recommended cleaning method.

Auditorium funds granted; 
overview of ROP presented 



Trustees of the Ar¬ 
cadia Auditorium Foun¬ 
dation formally granted 
to the Arcadia Unified 
School District the 
balance of $198,622.91 
in the auditorium ac¬ 
count at last week’s 
meeting of the Arcadia 
Board of Education. 

The foundation was 
formed in 1977 with 
trustees Charles Gilb, 
Joe Sargis and Gloria 
Horstman to manage 
funds for a civic 
auditorium. Several 
fund-raing events, in¬ 
cluding a jog-a-walk-a- 
thon, were held, netting 
$66,040.48, Subsequent¬ 
ly, the foundation has 
allocated partial interest 
income to make grants 
totalling $62,500 to the 
school district for 
district-wide music and 
auditorium related ac¬ 
tivities. 

Conditions of the re¬ 
cent grant stipulate that 
the district hold $100,000 
in trust with the excess 
and earnings thereon be¬ 


ing utilized for music 
and auitorium-related 
activities. Should an 
auditorium ever become 
a reality, the $100,000 
held in trust may be ap¬ 
plied to actual construc¬ 
tion costs.

Take parking off of 
Huntington Dr,, build 
out sidewalks, install 
decorative signals, 
lighting and kiosks, add 
extra crosswalks and 
redesign the railroad 
bridge at Second Ave. 

These were some of 
the suggestions to 
revitalize downtown Ar -1 
cadia made by urban 
planner Michael Freed¬ 
man at the fourth com¬ 
munity workshop on the 
future of the two-block 
area on Huntington Dr.

Another suggestion to 
make the area more con¬ 
ducive to strolling, a 
place to “hang out,” 
was to install three-and- 
a-half foot decorative 
fences at the curb.

The city of Arcadia, in 
cooperation with Newco 
Waste Systems, Inc., had 
implemented a pilot 
multi-family recycling 
program, which began 
on June 1.
